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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 3 and 1 5-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the following in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claims: 

Apparatus for measuring the temperature of a flowing fluid comprising; a device 
comprising a structure bearing two adjacent temperature sensitive elements adapted to be 
temporarily exposed to substantially the same fluid flow conditions in use of the device and 
computational means to derive from respective changes of temperature of said elements the 
respective heat transfer rates experienced thereby and to derive the temperature of the fluid from 
a relationship of the temperatures of said elements and the derived heat transfer rates (claim 1). 

A method of measuring the temperature of a flowing fluid which comprises temporarily 
exposing to the fluid a device comprising a structure bearing two adjacent temperature sensitive 
elements such that said elements are exposed to substantially the same fluid flow conditions, and 
deriving the temperature of the fluid from a relationship of the temperatures of said elements and 
the derived heat transfer rates (claim 11).
